'Jliey could have had a more exciting and interesting; shov: if tliey liad adhered to the 

title. Ibid used those I was told were being used, some already taped, like '^im Leoiir, who

ha4 done more legal \/ork in tht^ I'ield than probably all otlier lawyers together and hs 

more Imov/ ledge. Particulcirly because the central issue at the time of taping was the IL>CA 
files, hir, case tl'iat had by then yielded 80, OCX) pages of the supposedly uuppr^^ssed records 
from the PBI and about 5,500 from the Olii. 

ivTOss phoned mo before coming here. We talxced qiklte soi-io time then and - did inform 

here accurately. 

I h/ive no reason to believe tliat as of the time sl^ie interviewed me here, at some 
length and as 1 made clear in iny first letter, protessionally and competently , v/itho^it 
any interest in other than fact and the realities, she expected tliat the show \/ould be 

changed from what she told me it would be, Oliver *^tone, Blakey of li8C-n., *'im i^sar, 

I'iark kllen and me.r^'Vx ✓ 

What surprises me is how little rea ction I*ve gotten over being aired t\/ice on 
Nightline and once on CBS-TV kind the nature of tliis slight reaction. .dl I*ve hoiird 
is that I was on those shows. Not a single word at all about the shows themselves. 

In the past fe;, weeks I was intei'viewed by .hone by 48 ^ours and heard notliing further 
from it, possibly because Dan Hather remembers my refusing to be on a ^‘^ing special of years 
ago after s^^ending da:^s with that production staff , and from several of the tabloid- tyi)e 
pseudo-nows TV shows. I turned several down. I agreed to be on one ol^ Janes Ilarl i:ay*3 

book and wa^ taped. I have not heard that tliis was used, so - do not kno\u Or I’ve 

forgotten if I did.It was one of the tabloid type. 

If tlie slight reaction I*ve gotten reflects audience reaction, Nightline did itself 
no good with what it did air iiustead of what the title says it aired and didn’t.
